Olluifr Coles, accompanying 
the visitor, i^triick a match and by its 
light saw Hanks seated in a chair with 
lilood on tho llo(>r Taking in the situa- 
tion at a glaue,7, tho ofllcer exclaimedth.it 
Hanks wasilead, aud ou lighting tho g, s 
found his surmise cm-rect. Hanks w. s 
seated in an arm chair loaning against tlio 
corner of tho coll dead. A Springlleld 
ride was near liiiu;aud oi' c.xamiiuitioii i; 
was found he hail placed ihe muzzle of 
the gun against hii heart and firod. Tho 
ball pus.- ed entirely through his body and 
struck the ircwi at an angle, showing how 
the gun was h'dd. Help was summonid, 
and as tho suieido was beyond reach of 
help, lie was laid out upon tho lloor of 
tho coll. A derringer w.is found uiih 
an nuexploded shell in it and a sealed let- 
ter directed to Mr. Julius 0. Bees, dated 
ll:3.'ip.m. On tho reverse side of tho 
onvclopo, written nrouad the border iiiul 
across the paper, W(o o I In s- woros: "The 
coule.-^t act of my lifi-; had 1.0 t ike off my 
lioois lo pull the trigger v.'itli my toe." 
'•P.S. — 1 Irii'd luy ilei ringcr, but it iniis- 
ed tiro twice; now for iny nin-.liel; wi itlon 
without a tremor." Subsequei'f iuv. sii- 
gation showo<l that tho suii'ide hial t ikmi 
tlio musket fiom the prisen-rack and con- 
cealial it ntilil the moment came for tak- 
in.g his life. The Slock a foe men- 

tions a rumor that iLiiik-j committed sui- 
cide at tho in.'-tig.ii ion of liis friend.s, and 
s'ates t'a it a Wed known citizen said to a 
gentleman as ho loft too prison yesterday 
uftor an interview with Hanks, "There is 
nothing to bo done now but to got him a 
pistol; that it was a choice between sui- 
cide and death on tho gallo-.vs, asovidenco 
of tho di li berate murdir of iJaly was 
clear aud direet.'' It also mentions a ru- 
mor that two women who.so husbancs 
stand higli in eoinmc-rcial eiride.s iioro 
would h.ive ligured very iinplea -antly in 
any legal iuiiuiry into tho guilt of yanks, 
and these points were so vigoronsly press 
od upon the attention of Hanks that ho 
resolved to suicide as the least of tho two 
evil.s. These rumor.s may bo taken for 
what 111 >y ap|>ear to be v.-crth. Thoy sim- 
ply reiii'ct to some extent public opinion. 
The J5,'ccAa"j6' also in nn iutorview with 
Lindheiiner, inakes the latti;r say, refer- 
ring to the prob.ibility of liia being hold 
ro.-'poiiHiblo for pcrinitl iug Hunks to ob 
tain a weapon, "all right" with inlenso 
sarcasm. "Il'tidl right, I got .yiO,l;00 
for this thing aud I am going to keep 
every cent of it."
